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Claims 1-13 and 15-20 are directed to (a) dispersions comprising a thermoplastic polymer, a phthalatc ester of 
a C1-C6 alkylated aromatic alcohol, a surfactant, and one or more of a racial carbonate, a white metal oxide, 
an alkaline earth metal salt of a C9-C20 aliphatic fatty acid, a solvent, a rust inhibitor or a lower aDcyl 
methacrylate polymer, (b) primer compositions comprising these dispersions, and (n) applications using these 
compositions. It is considered thai the dispersion comprising a thermoplastic poiyraer, a phthakte ester of a 
CI-C6 alkylated aromatic alcohol, a surfactant, and one or more of a metal carbonate, a white metal oxide, an 
alkaline earth metal salt of a C9-C20 aliphatic fatty acid, a solvent, a rust inhibitor or a lower allcyl . 
methacrylate polymer comprises a first "special technical feature", 
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alkene and a vinyl ester and a chlorinated polyolefra. It is considered that this adhesion promoter composition 
comprises a second special technical feature. • 



Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions, as defined in PCT rule 13.2 does not exist. Accordingly the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept, a priori. 
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
